Sewsrd the Sorcerer and Douflss the 


Parliamentary Pugilist. 


Iu the second section of the Jute Carl 


Schurz'R remmiscenees, now running in 
McCiure'a Maguziue, there are two inter- 
esting pen portraits. 
Of Sewnrd he 


said: 


"There waa io nie soaiething myste- 


rious iu the small, wiry figure, the thin, 
sallow fiice. the. overhanging eyebrows, 
and the mufflod voice of Seword. I had 
read some of his speeches and adniired 
especially those he had delivered on th.! 
compromise of 1850.' 


"The broad swenp 
of 
philosophical 


reasoning, and the boldness of state- 
ment nnd prediction 1 found in them, 
as well as the fine flow of their lan- 
guage, had greatly captivated my im- 
agination. 1 had pictured him to mv- 
Bclf as one is apt to picture one's he- 
toes, as an imposing personage of over- 
awing mien and commanding presence. . 


"I was much disappointed when Ifirst 


saw that quiet little man who, ns he 
moved about on the floor of the senate 
uhamber, seemed to be on as friendly 
terms with the Southern 
senators us 


with the Northern—his speeches were 
always personally polite to everybody— 
and whose elocution was of dull sound, 
hardly distinct, and never had a reso- 
nsnt 'note of personal 
attack 
or de- 


fiance in it. 
''But he made upon me us well as 


upon many others, the impression of a 
man who commanded hidden, occult 
powers which he could bring into play 
if he would. Indeed. I Iward hinvepoken 
of as n sort of political sorcerer who 
knew all secrets and who commanded 
political forces 
unknown to nil the 


world exee.pt himself, and 
his bosom 


friend Thurlow Weed, the most astute 
skillful and Indefatigable political man- 
ager that had »ver lived. 


"My most distinct recollections are of 


the senate. The most conspicuous fig- 
ure in that body was Douglas. He was 
a man of low stature, but broad-should- 
ered and big-chested. 


"Uii head, sitt'ng upon a stout, strong 


neck, was tho .very incarnation of force- 
ful combotivcness; dt square jaw nnd 
broad nhin; a rather large, firm-set 
mouth; the nose straight md somewhat, 
thick; quick, piercing uyos with n deep, 
dork, 
scowling, menacing horizontal 


wrinkle between them; a broad fore- 
head; Slid ou abundance of dark hair 
which at that period he wore rather 
long, and wlrcb, when iu excitement, 
ha "hook and tossed defiantly like a 
lion's mane. 


"The whole figure was compact and 


strongly muscular, as if made for con- 
jtant fight. Ho was not inaptly railed 
the Little Ki«nt by hlc partisans. 


"His manner of speech accorded ex- 


actly with bis appearance. 
His sen- 


tences were clear-cut, direct, positive. 
They went straight to the mark like 
bullets, and sometimes 
like cannon 


balls, tearing and crmhins;. There was 
nothing ornate, nothing Imaginative In 
his language, no attempt at 'beautiful 
speaking. ' 
"Bnt it would ha difficult to surpass 


his clcurnstn and force of statement 
when his portion was right: or hl« 
•kill in twfstine logic or in dsrkening 
the subject with extraneous, uneuwn- 
tisl render when h» was driven to ile- 
fi-nd himself, or his kwh and erafty 
alertness to turn the defense Into at- 
tack, 'so that even when overwhelmed 
with adverse argument he would issue 
from the fray with the air of tho con- 
queror."

cacies by the diamond-bad; terrapin 
in America and by the ^rccn

in England, is taken by the 'snppon,' 
pr the snapping turtK1, in japan. The 
three are squally esteemed ;md ei|u;il- 
ly high priced, but the Japanese epi- 
cure has this advantage 
over • bis 


brothers of other lands—he lias no 
longer any fear of having the supnlv 
nf the 
luscious .reptile 
exhausted. 


This desirable condition is owing to 
the successful efforts of Mr. Hattori, 
who has spared no pains to bring his 
turtle farms to a high pitch of per- 
fcctioiii and is able to turn out tens 
of thousands of these reptiles every 
year.

Introduction of Valuable Plants. 


In tho bureau of plant industry, the 


leading feature*'of the work of the past 
year have been tbe co-operative demoii' 
Rtratiou work witli fnrnicrs. fruit grow- 
er^ »nij other* under the wrcfttl super- 
vision of department experts and the in- 
troduetion of new crops of economic 
value. 
One of the most important 


achievements in this latter line is the 
discovery of the existence of a Siberian 
alfalfa, a plant Dative on the dry steppes 
of Siberia, where the mercury freezes 
without snow, thus proving tho ability 
of the plant to withstand without pro- 
tectiron a temperature of forty degrees 
below zero. 
This discovery may mark 


an epoch in the ajfriculnurc of tho North- 
Svest prairie regions of the United 
States. 


Among other valuable plants intro- 


. duced 
are 
a 
vigorous alfalfa 
from 


.Arabia, and the Tangier pen, which lias 
yielded as high as nine tons of green 
feed per acre. With a view to increas- 
ing the matting industry, the depart- 
ment's explorers' have - secured 
living 


plants of the best foreign varieties of 
rushes, 
Experiments in the propaga- 


tion of many seeds and plants intro- 
duced from foreign countries are being 
carried on at the plant Introduction 
garden at Chieo, Cal. 


Forest Reserves. 


Great -progress Ifes been made in 


practical application of a national for- 
est reserve policy. 
In area, the re- 


serves were increased during the year 
from 85,003,422 to 100,009,138 acres. In 
revenue the reserves brought in 9?67.- 
S19.9G. as against ?GO,14-2.<!2 
for 
the 


• preceding year. One fiscal year of full 
control under the fore-st service has es- 
tablished two facts, viz: That the re- 
serves advance the present interests ol 
tbe people of the West, and that they 
will epecdily pay the coat of adminis- 
ttcing them. Through government con 
trol, the interests of the future art 
safeguarded without sacrificing those of 
the present. 
The reserves powerfully 


promote development, they work coun- 
ter to the prosecution of no industry 
and retard the' beneficial nse of no re- 
source. 
The reserves do not withholt 


land from agricultural nse, but greatlj 
increase the amount of available fan) 
lands. 


The promotion of agriculture is one o] 


the main ends of forest reserve policy 
By. guaranteeing future supplies of tim- 
ber, they are indispensable to the future 
dartlopment of mining. Tho sentiment 
of stockmen throughout the West is 
now united in favor of the forest re 
s«rv« system; because of the gain to 
them now that the reserve ranges are 
Kafe from overcrowding and deteriora- 
tion. The secretary especially commends 
the good will ritli which the associa- 
tions of western stockmen have co-oper- 
attd with him. 


Finally, the reserves 
have 
proven 


beiienelal alike to the lumber industry 


. and to the timber consuming public. 


The available merchantable timber is 
no't locked up from present use, hut it 
will not be disposed of under a short 
sighted 
policy 
of 
utilization, which 


would leave n gap between the end of 
the present supply and the oncoming 
of a second crop. 


Protection of the reserves from fire 


bas been a most important task laid on 
tin fortit service. It i» cause for con- 
gratulation that tho loss by flre during 
the year was slight, even by eompari- 
•w with, that of 1H05. This favorable 
result Is due to increased efficiency of 
the patrol system, combined with favor- 
able climatic condition. The important 
fact has been demonstrated that, the. for- 
est service is able to substitute conser- 
vative for destructive nse, while greatly 
increasing the use itself.
